A phase-in tax adjust¬ 
ment will be funded through 
a Mountain View County 
Tax Rate Stabilization Re¬ 
serve. 

The total phase-in adjust¬ 
ment equals $260,989. Of 
that, a total of $120,000 will 
be funded from the reserve 
to pay the municipal portion 
of the tax assessment, 
which equals $120,055. The 
remaining balance pertains 
to the Alberta School Foun¬ 
dation Fund requisition. 
The education portion will 
be treated as an under levy 
and does not need to be 
funded from an existing re¬ 
serve. 

A presentation made to 
Council in June identified 
unappropriated operating 
equity as a source of funds 
for this phase-in adjust¬ 
ment. 

Unappropriated Operat¬ 
ing Equity is accumulated 
budget surpluses from pre¬ 
vious years. 

Mountain View County 
approved a strategic plan¬ 
ning process for the years 
2004 to 2007. 

Key points adopted are: It 
will be a three-year plan¬ 
ning process that may be¬ 
come more extensive in fu¬ 
ture years; 

Year one will provide the 
opportunities to review in¬ 
dividual businesses and long 
range plans already in place 
or being proposed in the inl¬ 


and Nov. 1. 

Also, tax penalties of 12 
per cent on outstanding 
taxes, as of Dec. 16, have 
been reduced to 6 per cent. 

Additional costs incurred 
because of tax penalty reduc¬ 
tion and deferral will be 
funded from the Tax Rate 
Stabilization Reserve, if nec¬ 
essary. 

Economic hardship per¬ 
sists in agriculture industry 
as a result of the continued 
closure of the American bor¬ 
der due to BSE. 

The cost to carry out 
these same recommendations 
in previous years was: 
$30,000 in 2002 and $40,000 
in 2003. 

Council accepted for in¬ 
formation, a Looking to the 
Future project charter. 

In the past year each 
council in Mountain View 
County has passed a motion 
to support a resolution to 
work towards the develop¬ 
ment of an inter-municipal 
cooperative framework and a 
mechanism for the resolu¬ 
tion of inter-municipal is¬ 
sues. 

Facilitated by Tom 
Forgrave and Bob Clark, 
who were provided to assist 
in this process by the Minis¬ 
ter of Municipal Affairs, all 
the philosophies and guiding 
principles for this charter 
were outlined in the docu¬ 
ment.

In year two, a major stra¬ 
tegic planning review will 
take place; 

In year three, an ongoing 
review and evaluation of 
strategic plans will identify 
ways to improve it. 

Council will establish a 
strategic planning steering 
committee to guide the ini¬ 
tiation of this process, they 
are expected to be in place 
for the next three years.

Tami Gardner, Olds Ag 
Society, said the number 
of entries for this fair, 
which runs in Olds, Aug. 
12-15, has remained the 
same for the past two 
years, unlike other fairs 
across the province and 
country. 

“After speaking to 
other fair representa¬ 
tives, I know their num¬ 
bers have seen 30 to 40 
per cent decreases. 

“We are most proud of 
the support from our 
livestock breeders 
through what is cer¬ 
tainly difficult times in 


the agriculture industry,” 
Gardner said. 

Also experiencing diffi¬ 
cult times, local businesses 
have continued with their 
financial support of the fair. 

“Knowing these are diffi¬ 
cult times in agriculture, we 
congratulate and thank lo¬ 
cal businesses who realize 
the value of the fair to the 
local economy and support 
it as such.” 

Gardner said entries for 
the horticulture and crea¬ 
tive arts portions of the fair 
are at the highest level in 
three years. With more 
than 3,000 entries, it the 
largest show of its kind in 
Western Canada. 

A new attraction at this 
year’s fair is a stock dog 
competition with more than 
20 entries from across the 
province. 

Returning for the second 
year will be a sheep shear¬ 
ing competition.

Dear Editor: 

In 1990,1 was diagnosed with 
Syringomyelia. Syringomyelia 
(SM) is a progressive neurologi¬ 
cal disease sometimes associated 
with Chiari Malformation and 
scoliosis. Common symptoms 
are motor impairment, severe 
pain, numbness, weakness and 
loss of sensitivity in the extremi¬ 
ties. SM can cause paralysis. 

My first symptom was numb¬ 
ness and a tingling sensation on 
the right side of my face. Within 
two weeks the numbness pro¬ 
gressed to my right arm and 
right leg. The first thought was 
that after surgery I would be 
back to my old self, unfortu¬ 
nately that was not meant to be. 

Here began my search for an¬ 
swers. I discovered there was not 
a lot of information on these con¬ 
ditions. In late 1992, I started 
the Canadian Syringomyelia 
Network (CSN). We are a regis¬ 
tered non-profit organization. 
CSN has approximately 400 
members including children 
and adults. CSN’s purpose is to 
be a support network for those 
with SM and other associated 
neurological disorders, their 
families and anyone with an in¬ 
terest in these conditions. As 
well, CSN has a resource library 
on these disorders and is actively 
involved with raising money for 
research:

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Dog barking can lead to fine

At a recent Mountain 
View County (MVC) Coun¬ 
cil meeting, a third reading 
was passed to change the 
existing Dog Control Bylaw 
#09/03. 

“We are recommending 
that the subsection F, be 
added to section number six 
of the Dog Bylaw,” said 
Jayson Nelson, County Sen¬ 
ior Constable. “We have had 


this reviewed by legal coun¬ 
cil, and it was approved.” 
Council passed the three 
readings required to change 
a bylaw, unanimously. 

The following subsection 
was added to the Bylaw: 

No person who is the 
Owner or Keeper of any dog 
shall allow such dog to: 

F) bark or howl exces¬ 
sively or otherwise disturb 
any person. 

A specified penalty of

$100 will be fined for a first 
offence. The changed Bylaw 
will now be called #33/04. 

Councillor Dave Derksen 
raised concerns over how 
the bylaw would be imple¬ 
mented, and how one would 
prove a dog was barking too 
much. 

“Would it not be some¬ 
one’s word against an¬ 
other,” said Derksen. 

Nelson said the first step 
they take when someone 


complains, is requesting 
they talk to their neighbour 
and express their concerns. 
At that point, a tracking 
form will be given to them. 

“We will ask them what 
they heard, and give them a 
form to start keeping track 
of the disturbances,” said 
Nelson. “This statement 
will be used in court as evi¬ 
dence.” 

The new bylaw takes ef¬ 
fect immediately for the 
MVC area.

Journal Writing

Encouraging children to 
write for recreation will result 
in better report cards and in 
youngsters who find it easier to 
communicate with adults. But 
how do you get the kids to put 
pen to paper - or fingers to the 
keyboard - when they’re not 
assigned to do so for a school 
project? According to many 
teachers and other educational 
experts, keeping a journal or 
diary is an excellent opportunity 
for children to keep up with 
their writing skills over the 
summer holidays. 

“All writing is a learning ex¬ 
perience,” says George 
Hargreaves, a Grade 10, 11 and 
12 English teacher at Cochrane 
High School. “Setting down 
your personal thoughts improves 
your writing skills, but it also 
helps you to organize, connect 
and express your ideas and expe¬ 
riences, and through that, to im¬ 
prove your thinking abilities.” 

Hargreaves strongly recom¬ 
mends that parents encourage 
their children to establish some 
kind of regular writing activity 
during the summer months to 
explore their thoughts and help 
bridge the gap between school 
terms. “Having kids keep a jour¬ 


nal of their summer experiences 
is an excellent activity, and one 
that most kids will enjoy. But 
it shouldn’t be looked on as an 
assignment,” he notes. “It has 
to be fun and needs to capture 
the sense of freedom that’s so 
important for children during 
the summer.” 

Though daily journal entries 
are certainly good, Hargreaves 
says it’s not critical that young¬ 
sters write that frequently. “Do¬ 
ing a summary of the week's ac¬ 
tivities or highlights, or just writ¬ 
ing up one memorable experi¬ 
ence during the summer is a 
good start. Encourage kids to 
keep a daily memory log - just 
notes on their experiences that 
can later be turned into a jour¬ 
nal entry. Once the child has a 
record of the facts, the second 
step is for them to think about 
the meaning these events had for 
them, whether they enjoyed 
them, and the emotions they ex¬ 
perienced during the events. 

“Moving from these facts to 
what they mean collectively is 
what educational theory calls 
moving from the cognitive to the 
metacognitive. It stimulates the 
child’s reasoning and analytical 
abilities and is a key element of 
the educational curriculum. For 
instance, you can ask the child 


whether the experiences he en¬ 
joyed had anything in common. 
This can then become the theme 
for a little essay on the sum¬ 
mer’s highlights, rather than 
just notes on a bunch of sepa¬ 
rate experiences.” 

Hargreaves cautions parents 
not to let the child get anxious 
about doing things exactly right. 
“At the beginning, at least, it’s 
important not to be too critical 
about spelling and grammar. The 
main thing is to get the words 
flowing. The journal has to come 
from the child’s interests, likes 
and dislikes.” 

Themed journals may be a 
more interesting idea to a lot of 
children than journals about a 
broad range of experiences. Chil¬ 
dren could keep journals on their 
recreational and competitive 
sports activities, on books they 
read, places they go or even na¬ 
ture journals - recording the 
plants or animals they see and 
their reactions to them. Younger 
children may find it more fun to 
illustrate their journals with il¬ 
lustrations they draw or cut out 
and older kids might enjoy pho¬ 
tography. Purchasing a special 
notebook for the activity could 
also add motivation. 

You may be able to overcome 
a child’s reluctance to get started 


by keeping a journal yourself and 
sharing your experiences with 
the child. If the child is com¬ 
fortable with the idea, you could 
also have family evenings where 
everyone reads excerpts from 
their journals. 

Published journals suitable 
for your child’s age might also 
provide inspiration. 


“Part of the exercise is to 
show the child that writing can 
be fun, so keeping a journal 
shouldn’t be a forced activity. 

Keep it flexible and noncom¬ 
petitive and keep any comments 
positive,” Hargreaves adds. 
“Keeping a journal is a great 
way for a child to develop a sense 
of self and a way to find their 
own voice.”

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Vaulting, the sport that has it all

What do you get when 
you cross gymnastics, dance 
and a horse? Stumped? 

You get vaulting, one of 
equestrians’ fastest grow¬ 
ing sports. 

In Olds, 17-year-old 
Jeanine van der Sluys 
coaches one of only five com¬ 
petitive Alberta vaulting 
teams, the Meadow Creek 
Vaulters. 

“Vaulting isn’t as well 
known in North America as 
it is in Europe,” said 
Jeanine, whose family emi¬ 
grated from Holland to a 
dairy farm east of Olds three- 
years ago. 

“It’s an art form that 
combines gymnastics and 
dance on a moving horse. 
It requires strength, flexibil¬ 
ity and stamina.’’ 


They coach an 11-mem¬ 
ber team, most of whom had 
never heard of vaulting be¬ 
fore they saw the sisters at 
area exhibitions and fairs. 

“They make it really 
fun,” said 11-year-old team 
member Shannon Rockwell. 
“Jeanine can relate to you 
because she isn’t that much 
older than anyone on the 
team.” 

“But, she won’t let you 
quit unless you do it right,” 
said Stephanie Newbery. 

“Which is a good thing I 
guess...well, maybe she’ll let 
you stop if you are really 
tired.” 

Currently the vaulters 
compete individually but 
Jeanine wants to see the 
team grow so they can com¬ 
pete in team events as well. 

“Vaulting is very struc¬ 
tured when (students) are 


learning,” Jeanine ex¬ 
plained. 

“You start learning the 
moves at a walk, then you 
would graduate to a trot 
and finally a canter. At a 
canter, it is split into A, B, 
C and D canters. Most of the 
girls (on the team) are still 
learning at a walk and trot.” 

Vaulting is a co-ed sport, 
and one of seven equestrian 
disciplines recognized by the 
International equestrian 
Federation. Judging is out 
of 10 and based on seven 
compulsory “moves”. 

They are: Vault-on, Ba¬ 
sic Seat, Flag, Mill, Scissors, 
Stand, and Flank (for more 
information see Vault 
Canada or the American 
Vaulting Association’s 
website.) 

Following the compul¬ 
sory moves they do their 


“Kiir” (German for optional 
athletic exercise). 

In individual competition 
the vaulter is given one 
minute to complete a mini¬ 
mum of seven exercises in 
his/her Kiir. Each move 
must be held for three can¬ 
ter strides and must “flow 
smoothly and fluidly from 
one exercise to another to 
be effective.” 

The team Kiir has two 
disciplines, the “Pas de 
Deux”- two separate two- 
minute Kiirs performed by 
a pair of vaulters (usually 
one male and one female) 
and a team event. 

The team Kiir is a five 
minute exhibition in which 
all eight members of the 
team must be on the horse 
at least once, with no more 
than three on at any one 
time. 


The horse is guided in a 
circle by “the lunger”. The 
lunger ensures that the 
horse maintains an even 
walk, trot or canter. 

The Meadow Creek 
Vaulters aren’t in danger of 
being left without a coach 
anytime soon. 

Jeanine still has a year 
left at Olds High school and 


her younger sister could 
take the reins if Jeanine de¬ 
cided to go away for College. 

“I don’t know what I will 
be doing in a few years, I 
might take a year-off, or I 
might move into 
Calgary...either way I’d still 
be vaulting; start a team in 
Calgary or come out here 
with this team,” she mused. 




The choice is yours. 


Vaulting isn’t a new 
sport. According to the 
American Vaulting Associa¬ 
tion there are references to 
vaulting and "artistic rid¬ 
ing” that go back 2,000 
years. 

The name “vaulting” 
from the French “La 
Voltige” which it acquired 
during the Renaissance, 
when it was a form of rid¬ 
ing drill and agility exercise 
for knights and noblemen. 

Artistic Riding was an 
Olympic sport in 1920 and 
a demonstration sport in 
1984 and 1996. 

“It is very militaristic in 
origin," said Jeanine. 

“Soldiers would perform 
some of the manoeuvres we 
do to keep sharp and in 
shape.” 

The Meadow Creek 
Vaulters formed shortly af¬ 
ter the van der Sluys’ moved 
to Canada. 

“I have been vaulting for 
11-years, I had been on a 
competitive team in Holland 
before we came here,” said 
Jeanine. “My older sister 
hud started riding lessons 
and from there I started 
vaulting.” 

Jeanine and her 15-year- 
old sister Angelique are the 
senior members of the team, 
both having vaulted for 
much of their lives.

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QUESTION: Should a parent try to force a child to 
eat? 

DR. DOBSON: No. In fact, the dinner table is one 
potential battlefield where a parent can easily get am¬ 
bushed. You can't win there! A strong-willed child is 
like a good military general who constantly seeks an 
advantageous place to take on the enemy. He need look 
no farther. Of all the common points of conflict between 
generations ... bedtime, hair, clothes, schoolwork, etc., 
the advantages at the table are all in the child's favor! 
Three times a day, a very tiny child can simply refuse 
to open his mouth. No amount of coercing can make him 
eat what he doesn't want to eat. 

I remember one 3-year-old who was determined not 
to eat his green peas, despite the insistence of his fa¬ 
ther that the squishy little vegetables were going down. 
It was a classic confrontation between the irresistible 
force and an immovable object. Neither would yield. 
After an hour of haranguing, threatening, cajoling and 
sweating, the father had not achieved his goal. The tear¬ 
ful toddler sat with a fork load of peas pointed omi¬ 
nously at his sealed lips. 

Finally, through sheer intimidation, the dad man¬ 
aged to get one bite of peas in place. But the lad wouldn’t 
swallow them. I don’t know everything that went on af¬ 
terward, but the mother told me they had no choice but 
to put the child to bed with the peas still in his mouth. 
They were amazed at the strength of his will. 

The next morning, the mother found a little pile of 
mushy peas where they had been expelled at the foot of 
the bed! Score one for Junior, none for Dad. Tell me in 
what other arena a 30-pound child could whip a 200- 
pound man? 

Not every toddler is this tough, of course. But many 
of them will gladly do battle over food. It is their ideal 
power game. Talk to any experienced parent or grand¬ 
parent and they will tell you this is true. The sad thing 
is that these conflicts are unnecessary. Children will 
eat as much as they need if you keep them from indulg¬ 
ing in the wrong stuff. They will not starve. I promise! 

The way to deal with a poor eater is to set good food 
before him. If he claims to not be hungry, wrap the 
plate, put it in the refrigerator and send him cheerfully 
on his way. He'll be back in a few hours. There is a lit¬ 
tle mechanism in his tummy that says "gimme food!" 
several times a day. When this occurs, do not put sweets, 
snacks or confectionery food in front of him. Simply 
retrieve the earlier meal, warm it up and serve it again. 
If he protests, send him out to play again. Even if 12 
hours or more go by, continue this procedure until food 
-- all food — begins to look and smell wonderful. From 
that time forward, the battle over the dinner table 
should be history. 

QUESTION: What's the appeal of all this human suf¬ 
fering and violence on television and in movies? Why 
do people want more of it? 

DR. DOBSON: I'm sure it has something to do with 
our desire for excitement and our need to escape from 
the boring existence many people experience. But, I 
have to admit I don't fully understand it. It is difficult 
to comprehend why people enjoy watching such bloody 
events. 

A number of years ago, the No. 1 television program 
in the entire year, watched by more people than all the 
sporting events or any other single program in the 
course of the 12-month period, was "Helter Skelter," the 
story of the Charles Manson family. One incident in that 
TV special was the murder of a woman, 8 months preg¬ 
nant, who was brutally stabbed in the abdomen. Why 
would anyone want to see such brutality? The popular¬ 
ity of that program and others like it speaks dramati¬ 
cally about the depravity of the American people and 
our lust for violence.

In its watered down ver¬ 
sion, the Western separatist 
movement encourages West¬ 
erners to fear big brother Ot¬ 
tawa, while completely ignor¬ 
ing the scandalous acts of 
American companies such as 
Weyerhaeuser, who are al¬ 
lowed to plunder old growth 
forests in British Columbia 
at their leisure. 

Finally, Canada’s national 
government is built on a fed¬ 
eral system and not a unitary 
model. As a federally gov¬ 


erned country, Canada’s na¬ 
tional government is obli¬ 
gated to respond to the needs 
of the provinces. The annual 
conferences held between the 
premiers and the Prime Min¬ 
ister since the 1970s often 
reflect the diversity of pro¬ 
vincial governments, and 
how each of the nation’s re¬ 
gions are allowed to govern 
without any great amount of 
federal influence. For exam¬ 
ple, Alberta presently has a 
premier who had defended a 


Chilean dictator in a plagia¬ 
rized essay, and who also at¬ 
tempted to privatize the 
province’s healthcare sys¬ 
tem. Nevertheless, Canada’s 
federal system is one which 
works, as it respects the na¬ 
tion’s various regions by of¬ 
fering each province a strong 
sense of governmental au¬ 
tonomy. Certainly, there is 
much to improve in Canada’s 
system, but separation is 
definitely not the answer.
